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MANOEUVERS OF UNITS 

At about 01*00 hrs. on the 2nd of December 195h) 3-k war ships were observed 
six mile far from the "FIDONISI** island, executing manoeuvers despite the bad 
weather which prevailed* Signals were sent out by light and search lights 
were observed* Four-to five miles far from these ships k-5 war ships were obser 
ved, participating in these manoeuvres. The time of observation and the un- 
favorable weather conditions did not permit the Source to get more details.
